By the vigilance and assiduity of general 
Ochterlouy’s agents, all the petty Goorkha 
garrisons have been withdrawn; and the in. 
habitants are now freed from the galling yake 
of the Nepaul Prince, whose aduinistration 
of affairs in these conquercd provinces being 
purely military, has been long ekecrated by 
every class of the original inhabitants. 

On the 23d ultimo, the principal part of 
General Ochterlony’s force was halted at 
Nalagurh. The labour of quickly removing 
the train ând stores was found excessive. It 
was supposed that all the Corps would get out 
uf the hilly region in the beginning of the 
present month. Colonet Adams with the 2d 
Battalions of the 19th and 27th. #egiments 
escorts the guns and Stores to Karnal. Cap. 
tain Logie marches to Hansi with the Ist 
Battalion of the 19th. The General who was 
encamped at Plasscca went by dawk to Na. 
ryn-koth, a fort in the vicinity of Nabun 
At this place Umur Singh will meet his” Son 
Ranjoúr. When the Kajee made his 3ubs 
Wission to General Ochterlony at. Jynugur; 
he evinced his gratitude to, and his admira- 
tion ef the British Commander in many Com. 
plinsents, De asterted, that no power but 
the British could have subdued him. ‘The 
fame, the superiority and the infuence of our 
arms were well kuown to him; but he € had 
hoped that the valbur of his ien and (he 
strength of the country would have secured 
him from conquest, by retardiug our ap- 
proaches (ill near the period of general pacificaa 
tion. We may perhaps be permitted to ob- 
terve that Uimur Singh had uuiformly been 
äverse to the policy and measures of (he Nea 
paul Government, which he foresaw, would 
infallibly Jead to disastrous- consequences. 

Mt is whispered, (hat negetintions are now 
pending, and that the most ample submission 
will be made by the Administration at Kat. 
maadoo, for the effects of their erroneous 
conduct and the expence and trouble occa. 
siohed to the British Government. ne # 
_ We are convinced, thaten the tminds of 
Umur Singh and his followers lasting impres 
siors most favourable to the British character 
have been made by the issue of the late seige, 
The garrison was scautily provided with grain, 
and had only some horrible green water. 
More than one thousand persons were coup. 
ed up within the limits ef a Small fort, and 
their condition was deplorable in the ex’ 
treme.” In this stäte of the Chief’s force, 
ihough it was the policy as well as the hu- 
manity of the British General which dictated 
the general conditions of the treaty, who but 
will admire the Mmagnanimity of our Com. 
roander which forbore to extort from the ene. 
my the remaining treasure, the sole prop of’ 
his broken fortanes? It was nobly remark. 
ed by one of our correspondents who states 
that (he Kajee carricd with him three lak ‚hs 
of Tupees== of this sum no one could awésh 
to deprive him.” Thus the virtues of a com.

A Gentleman who has an extensive stock af 
the Nenean, favors us with the following ace 
count, from which it will appear that the native, 
dogs, which infest the more reinote settlem.uts' 
in prodigious number, may be at least cone 
siderably thinned. One of his oxen (hat had: 
fallen into decay, and was near expiring, was 
found to heve been attacked by these voracious 
animals while yet alive. When dead he direct.’ 
ed various parts of the body to be taid bare, 
aud rubbed it witharseunic=ein which Condition 
it continued exposed until the following morne 
ing, when a considerable portion of the Besh 
was found to have been consumed during the 
night. The ekperiment was repeated the next 
night, and upon the morning following tha 
place was revisited, but no further diminution 
of the carcase was to be discerncd. Á third 
night it was suffered to lay exposed, but was 
still antonched, nor has a native deg heen vince 
seen about the grounds,—the inference o ba 
drawn from which is, that the whole of tha 
brood infesting that spot had received {he 
poison, and perished in their recesses. The 
carcase was afterwards buried. lest any useful 
dog should be attracted by it, and also become 
itsvictim. fa this Colony we believe the above 
experiment to be novel. Hs elhicacy cannot 
be well called intu doubt; but there are at tka 
same time such powerful objections to itg 
obtaining as a fixed practice, that it would be 
hard to give an opinion whether the remedy 
might not be attended with as great or greater 
erils (han the discage itself. To place so deadly 
a substance in the hands of ignorantor heedtesg 
persons would be constantly ta expose their 
famitics, themselves, and others to the nost 
lamentabte ills; but, upon the other hand, if 
discreet and careful persons, whose in terest 
shoald the more immediately lead them ta the 
object of destroying the native do 
selves to alteud to the operation hercin dese 


eribed, it is very possible it might be rendered 
safe, as well as beneâcial,

children were yiekded up to the benevolent 
purposes of the Institutivuz and after Hie 
Excellency, His Honor the Licuienant 
Governor, and the accompanyig Othcers 
had bestowed every possible paus in 
producing a confidence necessary to the 
proposed ends, the natives were seated in a 
circle, and served with a ne dinner of roast 
beef, and a theering jug of ale. At two 
Peloek His Excellency took leave of them, 
and returned to Sydney, accompanied by 
Mrs. Macquarie. During the afternoon, 
their number increased, and the strangers 
were _ welcomed by Mr. Shelly, who 
Continved the same hospitavle treatment to 
all that arrived, from the remaining stock, 
which had been proviled for a much greater 
Rumber. Another chitd has see been 
otlered, witbout solicitation or persuasiou, 
and added to the list of candidates fur 
civilization. That the proposed number will 
very shortly be obtained there can be wo 
reason to doubt; while on the otber baud it 
may readily be believed, that in the course vf 
a very few months that: aumber might, af 
required, be very  considerably increased, 
The house preparing for. their Fecepliun as

Excrlleney the Governoraud Mrs. Mace 


-quarie, accompanied by a large party’ of 


Ladies and Gentlemen, proceeded in boats 
down the (larbour to George’s Head. 
The object of this excursioii, we andere 
stand, was to form an establishment: for a 
Certain number of Natives who had shewn 
a desire to settle en same favourable spot 
of land, with a view te proceed to the cul- 
tivation of it.— The ground assigned theen 
for this purpose (the peninsula of George's 
lead) appears to have been judiciously 
chosen, as well from the fertility of the 
soil as from its requiring little exertions of 
labour to clear and cultivateg added to 
which, it possesses a peculiar advantage 
of situation, from being nearly surrounded 


on all sides by the sea ; thereby affording 


its new possessors the constant oppertunie 


ty of pursuing tbeir favorite veeupatien of 
fishing, wltich has always furnistted the 
principal source of (heir subsistence. 

On this occasion, sixtcen of (he Natives 


with their wives and families were asseme 


bled, and His Excellency the Governor, in 
consideration of the general wish previ- 
ously expressed by thein, appointed Booz- 
garee (wo has been long known as one 
of the most friendly of this race, and 
well acquainted with our langaage), to 
be their Chief, at the sanre lime presente 
ing him a badge distinguishing his quality 
as“ Chief of the Broken: Bay Tribe,” 
and. the more effectually to promote the 
objects of (his establishment, each of them 
was furuisbed with a full suit of’ slop 


cloathing, together with a variety of useful 
articles and implements of huúsbandty, bg 
which they would be enabled to proceed 
in the necessary pursuits of agriculture ;— 
Á boat (called the Boongarec}), was likee 
wise presented them for tho purpose of 
fishing. 
About ‘noon, after the foregoing ceres. 
mony had been concluded, fis Excel. 
leucy and party returned to Sydney, have 
ing left the Naive. with their Chief in 
possession of their newly assigued settle- 
ment, evideritly ‘mûch pleased with it, 
and the kindgess (hey experienced ou the 
veeasion. + 
‚The Gentleman who is kind enough to. 
favour us with his Correspondence tronr 
Hobart Town; gives us the gratifying ins 
formation of a newly-discovered species 
of wood being fouad ie the vicinity of Ade 
venture Bay, by Capt. C. Freen, while 
out ona whialing voyage. One of the 
kiuds appears peculiarly adapted. to the 
ordinary: purposes of building, having a 
near resemblance to the Lnglish pine.

There wereseveral pers 
sons in the house when they entered, bee 
sides Mrs. M'Carthy, the wlote of whom 
they bound: with cords; but thinking it 
sate, as they were armed, to release Mrs, 
M'varthy, anda servant rau, to aftend 
teit wants while they chose to remain, 
tiey desired tea to be made; conversed 
with the two liberated persons without 
restraint or reserve ; and at the approuch 
of morning weatof with their booty ina 
boat, also Mr. M’Carthy’s property, which 
we do not hear had been recovered. Dure 
ing theirstay and couversation they dee 
clared themselves to be part vf a gang of 
sixteen, of whom one out of the three ot 
four that shewed themselves upon this 
occasion avowed hiinself the leader ; stat- 
ing with perfect ease and fiuniliurly, at 
the same (ine, that only nine were cinploye 
ed on the present business. This chief, 
as he styled himself, produted a schedute 
ot the various property the: house’ cótie 
tained, with a descriptiun of the placcs 
where deposited; aud from this written 
intormation, in uritormr detail demanded 
the articles as expressed to be delivered 
up te them, which it would have been 
vain fo deliberate in complying with, 
Antong the leading artieles enumerated 
in the scroll, was a cask of guupowder 70 
to 80lbs. weight, a pair ot double bare 
relled: pistols, and a musket, all which 
they uatortunately got pussession of. 
They took two chests of hyson tea, leave 
ing <óue.of black, saying, that Mrs. M. 
a dfamily bad drank green tea longenough. 
The whole of her wearing apparel, which 
had beeu for years accumulating from 
the best specimens amd patterns of Eu- 
rope or of India, they also secured in 
packages, and toek away with (hem, toe 
gettier with every trinket, or moveable of 
value the premiscs contained; aud on a 
request from Mrs. M’Carthy, that they 
would retura to ber 3 favourite box or cast, 
the intrinsic value of which was trifling ; 
anseasonably addiag to the solicitation, 
that she hoped to experience honor, even 
among thieves, they refused compliance, 
and angrily replied, that they were not 
thieves,- but freebooters living. at-large iu 
the wild woods. At their departure thej 
took the precaution to’ re-bind Mrs. M. 
and her gervant, and (threatened them 
with death if they’ offered to impede their 
escape by the slightest alarm. 
The number of fugilives from the se. 
veral, settlements in Van Diemen’s Land 
amounted to 36, the @tth of September 
last ; viz. 27 trom Hobart Town, one from 
Restdown ; and eight from Launceston,.

returning thither shortly after to lay the 
whote vf the money out F had taken during 
the: morning, L returned accordingly, and 
having selected as much as- 1 considered £ 
could pay for, made up the whole into à 
parcel, and praceeded to the payment. The 
first bill that [ now tendered was closely 
scrutinized, and pronounced to bea bil one.
